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INTRODUCTION 


Agricultural Statistics brings together each year the more im- 
portant series of statistics complied in the Department of Agricul- 
ture or in other departments whose work concerns agriculture* Al- 
though far more information is available than can be Included in a 
single volume, the tables selected give a wide variety of facts in 
forms suited to most common uses* Inquiries concerning more detail- 
ed data or the statistical methodology used should be addressed di- 
rectly to the agencies to whom tables in this volume are credited* 
These agencies can also answer questions about past and prospective 
revisions in published data. 

Historical series have again been generally limited to data 
beginning with 1929 or 1930, or to the most recent 10 years. Agri- 
cultural Statistics for 1942 is still the most complete reference 
for earlier data* In building up series from earlier volumes, how- 
ever, it should be remembered that statistics most recently pub- 
lished supersede those published previously. 

The Table of Contents indicates the general lay-out of the book, 
and page headings indicate the sub-dlvislons within each chapter* 
Short introductions at the beginning of each chapter are mostly new 
this year. These introductions explain the main effects of the 1945 
Census on previously-published statistics, and describe some of the 
new material Included this year* 

Mien the word *Yearbook*» appears alone, it refers to the Year- 
book of Agriculture, published annually by the Department of Agri- 
culture. Through 1935, approximately one-half of each Yearbook 
carried the kind of materiel which is now published separately in 
Agricultural Statistics. 

RECE^'fT REVISIONS 

This is the first edition published since the completion of 
the reviews of many series following the 1945 Census of Agriculture* 
Unless otherwise noted, the revisions resulting from the census af- 
fect only data for 1939 through 1945* For census years, many ta- 
bles carry both census figures and this Department's estimates* 

In cowqparing the census figures with estimates, it should be 
remembered that the two types of data are determined by different 
methods and for different prurposes* 

Census data are the results of the most nearly complete enum- 
eration or actual count that can be made, and are used for many 
other purposes than determining State and national totals and aver- 
ajgee* For example, each census provides much detailed information 
counties and minor civil divisions. It also provides data 



which can be organized Into mny frequency d Istr Ibnt ions and cross-- 
classifications for large or small portions of the country. 

Estimates of the Department of Agriculture are made primarily 
to give timely current State and national totals and averages. 
They are based on *»benchmark« data supplied by the quinquennial cen- 
sus of agriculture and on sample data supplied by farmers and by 
people who do business with farmers, together with check data from 
other sources. Being estimates, they are subject to revisions as 
more data become available from commercial or government sources. 

In contrast, the definition of a census precludes revising cen- 
sus data to bring them In line with other Indications, even though 
in practice it is difficult to obtain a complete enumeration. Any 
effort to make such revisions would produce estimates. 

Generally, where there are appreciable differences between 
census figures and this Department’s final estimates, the process 
of checking and revising estimates has indicated that some sources 
provide more nearly complete information about some items than the 
census has been able to obtain. For example, this Department’s es- 
timates of tobacco prodiictlon can be considered more precise than 
Census figures, because the estimates are revised in line with ac- 
tual prod xjtct Ion as shown Independently by Internal Revenue records 
and State records of tobacco sales. Sugar-beet and sugar-cane pro- 
duction and acreage estimates are ad justed to the qtiantitles actual- 
ly reported by sttgar factories. Check Information on peanuts is a— 
vallable from processors for areas sometimes Including several 
States. There Is another illustration in the introduction to the 
chapter on livestock statistics. 

Additional information about the relation between ensus data 
and the Department of Agriculture’s estimates can be obtained from 
the Bureau of Agricultural Economics, U.S. Department of Agriculture , 
Washington 25, D.C. 

WEIGHTS, MEASURES, AND CONVERSION FACTORS 

»Ton»» when used in this book without qualification means a 
short ton of 2,000 pounds. 

The subjoined table of weights, meausures, and conversion fac- 
tors covers the most Important agricultural products, or the products 
for which such Information Is most frequently asked In the Depart— 
ment of Agriculture. It does not cover all farm products nor all 
containers for any one product. 

The figures were assembled from various sources within the 
Department and from State schedules of legal weights. "For most prod- 
ucts, particularly fruits and vegetables, there Is a considerable 
variation in weight per unit of volume, due to differences In va- 
riety or size of the commodity, condition and tightness of pack, 
gree to which the container Is heaped, etc. Effort was made to 
select the most re|wesentative and fairest average for each product* 
For such commodities as develop considerable shrinkage, the point— 
of-orlgln weight or weight at harvest was used. 

The approximate or average weights, as- given in this table, do 
not necessarily have official standing as a basis for packing or as 
grounds for settling disputes. Hot all of them are recognized as 
legal weights. The table was prepared chiefly for use of workers 
In the JDepartment of Agriculture, who have need of conversion fact- 
ors ^ lii statistical ccmputatlons* The figures are subject to revision*

Estimates of acreage production, ^armdisposit ion , stocks, prices received by farmers ♦ and farm 
value, which make up most of this chapter, are prepared from sample data supplied by many thousands 
of voluntary reporters, coupledwith check information from Government and trade sources Estimates 
in much greater detail are published regularly by the Crop R eport ing Board

for 1946 are subject to revision in December 1947, and again after the next Census

CHAPTER IV 


STATISTICS Of FRUITS, VEGETABLES, MELONS, 
TREE NUTS, AND BEVERAGE CROPS 


These crops are arranged in four groups Fruits and berries; 
vegetables and melons, tree nuts; and beverage crops (coffee, tea, 
and cacao beans)* This is the first year since 1942 that Agricul- 
tural Statistics has earned data on exports of coffee, tea, and 
cacao beans by country of origin. Summary tables on inspections, 
unloads, and cold-storage holdings of both fruits and vegetables 
are near the end of the chapter. 


FRUITS 

Estimates of fruit production pertain to the harvested crop 
and for some years include quantities not harvested because of low 
prices or other economic factors. Losses from natural causes, such 
as windstorms, freezes, etc., are not included in production. 
Production relates to the total crop produced on farms, including 
commercial and home production, except for apples and strawberries 
for which the production relates to commercial areas only. The 
annual estimates are checked and adjusted at the end of each mar- 
keting season on the basis of shipment and processing records from 
transportation agencies, processors, cooperative marketing associa- 
tions, and other industry organizations. The estimates are re- 
viewed (and revised if necessary) at 5-year intervals, when census 
data show the numbers of trees and harvested production of fruits 
by kinds, in each State and county. The estimates for census years 
do not always agree with census data because of allowances for 
economic abandonment and the varying degree of completeness in the 
census data. Census data are more likely to be incomplete for 
types of crops i^hich occur only infrequently in any locality. How- 
ever, the Department’s available statistics are limited to the 
major tree fruits and nuts and to^ grapes, cranberries, and strawber- 
ries.

Diis section includes statistics on all crops commonly called 
conmercial truck crops-- for both fresh market and processing The 
table on potato futures is new this year 

Commercial truck crons, witich are harvested in some sections 
of the country every month of the year are for the most part ex- 
tremely perishable and must be marketed quickly to avoid waste 
Production estimates are made at frequent intervals to be of most 
use in providing a basis for orderly marketing Euch estimates 
also indicate aggregate supplies, as well as quantities of each 
crop that will be available during a given period. 

The seasonal groupings of truck crops for fresh market, 
adopted in 1943, correspond to the four seasons of the year The 
name of each group, shown below, indicates the period when heaviest 
supplies of each crop are usually available, so that it is rela- 
tively easy to interpret the reports in terms of total production 
of all conmercial truck crops for a given period.

The estimates of commercial truck crops for fresh market in- 
clude only acreages of specified crops in important areas which are 
generally recognized as growing these crops in substantial quan- 
tities for shipment to market. They do not include farm gardens 
or strictly local market areas. The acreages for fresh market are 
those for harvest. Acreages partially harvested or not harvested 
because of low prices or otKer economic factors are included, but 
acreages lost or abandoned from natural causes are not included. 

The estimates of truck crops for commercial processing include 
acreages grown under contract, acreages grown by processors, and 
equivalent acreages for tonnage procured through open-market pur- 
chases. Such equivalent acreages are not duplicated ip the fresh 
market estimates. The estimates of truck crops for processing in- 
clude quantities procured for commercial canning, freezing, and 
other processing, exclusive of dehydration. Quantities procured 
for dehydration are included in the estimates of truck crops for 
fresh market.

CHAPTER V 


STATISTICS OF BAY, SEEDS, AND MINOR FIELD CROPS 


A change in the method of estimating prairie or wild hay causes a break in the continuity 
of some of the nay series Beginning in 1939, wild hay is estimated for only 22 Western States 
In the remaining 26 States, wild hay is now included in ‘‘other hay,” along with the kinds formerly 
grouped as “miscellaneous tame hay ” Therefore, the group “ail tame hay" can no longer be segre- 
gated in the table entitl ed “Hay, by kinds. Acreage and production, United States, 1929-46, " as 
has been done in the past And under both acreage harvested and production, the estimates from 
1939 to date in the columns headed “Other hay”and “Wild Hay’* are not quite comparable with esti- 
mates for previous years 

Long-time averages have been added to the historical table of pasture and range condition to 
assist in evaluating current reported condition 

The table on “Usual rate of seeding specified crops, by States,** shows minor changes in the 
national rates, due to weighting by current plan ted" acreages, and substitution of more recent 
rates of planting for soybeans, cowpeas, and potatoes

CHAPTER VI 


STATISTICS OF BElEF CATTLE, HOGS, 

SHEEP, HORSES, AND MULES 

This chapter contains statistics of most kinds of farm livestock and of livestock products 
except dairy and poultry A summary by geographic divisions of the number of cattle and calves 
on feed for the years since 1930 is new this year Also new is the table on Commodity Credit 
Corporation purchases, sales, and stocks of wool. 

Revised estimates of numbers of livestock on farms and ranches January 1 and of production 
and income are shown in this issue. Revisions of inventory nusobers cover the years 1940-45 For 
production and income, revisions are for 1939 to 1944 However, the estimates of numbers of 
sheep on farms and ranches and wool production for Utah, and consequently the United States, 
were revised back to 1936* The production and income estimates for shieep and lambs were revised 
back to 1930 

Inventory numbers in years when the Census relates to a different date than January 1 were 
adjusted to a January 1 equivalent number. This adjustment takes into account the disappearance 
of nutabers that were on hand January 1, which occurred between that date and the date of the 
enumeration. 

The estimates of inventory numbers for January 1, 1945, generally differ from the census 
figures for the same date The 1945 census was taken under trying wartime circumstances, and in 
some States the enumeration was delayed over a considerable period of time The delay meant 
that inventory numbers for various farms were reported under widely varying conditions and did 
not always represent the actual January 1 inventory. Therefore, the estimates for inventory 
numbers for January 1^ 1945. were not revised to agree with the census reported, number. The 
census enumeration, however, pointed to the need for revising downward l^e nudSer of horses, 
^mules, and sheep, and for revising upward the estimates of cattle The estimates for hogs were 
changed only slightly.

CHAPTER VII 


DAIRY AND POULTRY STATISTICS 


Statistics onnumbers of milk cows include two separate series The January 1 inventory 
number is the total of cows and heifers kept for milk of the specific age classification ”2 years 
old and older " The other series, an annual average nuirfoer of milk cows milked during the year, 
is the basis for milk production estimates The number of cows and heifers in the former series 
IS somewhat larger than in the latter, because it includes heifers over 2 years of age which have 
not yet freshened 

Prices of milk and butterfat include returns to farmers from some but not all of the wartime 
Government subsidy programs. Included in the prices here are Government fluid-milk payments, 
those under the butter roll-back subsidy program and the cheddar cheese purchase and sales pro- 
gram, which were made to dealers and processors and passed bark to farmers through normal price 
channels On the contrary, the Government dairy production payments direct to farmers are not 
included in the price series because they were not part of the normal marketing procedure In 
comparing the several series of milk prices, it is also important to note that prices received by 
farsMrs for whole milk at wholesale are for milk of the butterfat content actually sold (about 
3 9l percent), whereas prices of milk purchased by condensenes and by market milk distributors 
are on a 3 5 percent butterfat basis

CHAPTER VIII 


STATISTICS OF FOREIGN TRADE IN AGRICULTURAL 
PRODUCTS 


The term ^foreign trade” is applied to trade (exports and imports) between the United States, 
including noncontiguous Territories, and foreign countries Trade between continental United 
States and noncontiguous Territories is referred to as "shipments” The Philippine Islands aikl, 
prior to Jan 1, 1935* the Virgin Islands are incltxled with foreign countries Alaska, Hawaii, 
Puerto Rico, and since Jan 1, 1935, the Virgin Islands are noncontiguous Territories Beginning 
Jan 1, 1940, trade with foreign countries through the customs district of Virgin Islands is not 
included in United States trade statistics Figures for shipments out of noncontiguous Terri- 
tories include small quantities to other noncontiguous Territories In statistics of foreign 
trade, forest products and distilled liquors are considered nonagr icultural products, as distin- 
guished from the strictly agricultural products 

Figures on exports include lend-lease and United Nations Relief and Rehabilitat ion Administra- 
tion exports. They exclude shipments between continental United States and its Territories, 
shipments to the United States armed forces abroad, and shipments by and for the account of, or 
consigned to, United States Government agencies and establishments abroad.
